At the Council of Ministers* meeting 12 March 19^9 > on the advice 
* of the State Planning Commission and the Minister of Comnanloatlons, it 
was decided to pat Into effect various regulations for freight traffic 
on Rumanian railroads. Freight was divided Into two classes: Class 1, 
goods of primary Importance to national economy; and Class 2, all other 
freight. The class Into which freight is to he placed rests upon the 
decision of the State Planning Commission which consider® the needs of 
the various ministries and communicates the results to the Department of 
Railroads, At least 60 percent of the monthly traffic will he Class 1 
freight; at the most, 30 percent will he Class 2 freight; the r emain i n g 
10 percent will he reserved for transport of goods for the people or for 
other urgent freight which had not been foreseen. 

All requests for rolling stoc'h: for Class 1 freight must he made by 
the appropriate ministries by the 5th of the preceding month, and the 
request must Include all pertinent details — t$pe of freight, loading 
station and destination, weight, and purpose of shljoent. The Department 
of Railroads will notify the interest ministries of steps which it will 
Lake to fulfill requests by the 12th of the preceding month, If the 
railroad can not ha n dl e the volume of freight In the course of nozmel 
traffic, it will notify the State Planning CcnmiSBion, which will work 
out a plan fer covering the shipment* , .

A 200-hareepcwer tug vae launched on 12 March 19*1*9 at th© "7 Sfcmssber" 
Shipyard In Galatl, th© third Teasel of this class launched this year. Con- 
struction time was 200,000 hours as opposed to 230,000 hours for th© two 
preceding tugs. Soviet technical methods and Soviet specialists wore used 
In building the vessel. The propeller is protected vithih a tunnel (an 
innovation of Soviet Bnglneer Xorat), aid, the speed of the craft has been 
greatly Increased by this innovation. The average speed of ordinary tugs 
vae 15 kilometers per hour upstream and 18 ftovnatreasa^ tugs wmipped with 
th© new tunnel roach 20 kilometers per hour upstream aid 2^ 25 downstream. 
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
